BYU announced plans Monday to tear down the Joseph Smith Memorial 
Building and replace it with a new religious education building. 

According to a university spokesman the new building will retain the name 
Joseph Smith Memorial Building and be located on same site. 

If things go as planned, the JSB will be razed following Winter Semester 
1990, said BY U spokesman Paul Richards. Construction will begin on the new 
building about May 1990, and is slated for completion by Fall Semester 1991. 

BYU hoped to refurbish the old building, as the Maeser, Grant and Brimhall 
buildings were. According to a university spokesman, design limitations, 
safety factors, utility factors and other obstacles made renovating “Ampossi- 
ble.” . 

“(JSB’s) history of accommodation to changing campus needs and of uninte- 
grated structural additions has left the Joseph Smith Memorial Building a 
hopeless array of awkwardly arranged wings, levels and stairways,” said BY U 
President Jeffrey R. Holland. 

“We don’t know yet what will be incorporated there, but our hope is to 
preserve some of the distinctive features that are part of the identity of the 
existing building,” said Richards. 

The Board of Trustees approved the proposal about a month ago, but the 
-decision was not made public because of a need to gather further information 
before the final announcement was made, Richards said. 

Bidding for the project could begin in about a year, after designs are

complete. The new building will be paid for by part of the university budget 
slated for upgrading buildings. No cost estimate was released because dona- 
tions will not be used. 

During construction, religion classes and religion offices will be dis- 
tributed throughout the university, which will be “a major logistical task,” 
said Richards. 

According to Norman W. Faldmo, BYU director of Planning and Con- 
struction, the current JSB is difficult to heat and cool. Its staircases are 
inadequate to handle traffic flow and parts of its second floor are not con- 
nected. JSB has no elevators for handicap access. 

“We hate to see the building go, but it has so many problems that if we 
were to try to solve them, we would have to tear down the whole building 
anyway because the walls are not seismically sound,” said Richards. : 

These inconveniences and others led to complaints through the years by 
faculty and students. This forced the administration to look closely at the 
building. The university physical plant examined the situation and gave 
several options to university officials. These options went to the Board of 
Trustees. 

The JSB was the fourth building constructed on BYU’s upper campus 
following the Maeser, Brimhall and Grant buildings. It was dedicated in 
1941. 

The JSB has served a variety of functions through the years. It started as 
a student union building, complete with a dance floor and cafeteria. It was 
also the home of music and drama on campus, which at that time had only 
2,700 students.

The citizens of Utah County should 
no longer take the “Don’t worry-Be 
happy” approach to the air pollution 
caused by Geneva Steel, said Utah 
County Commissioner Brent Morris 
at a press conference Monday. 

“Ym offended like everyone else 
when the federal government comes 
to our community and tells us to clean 
up our dirty house or they’ll impose 
sanctions on our community,” he said. 

“But ... I’m equally embarrassed 
that a lack of community standards 
has allowed such a serious health con- 
dition to develop,” he said. 

Morris said he is concerned about 
the negative impression the pollution 
problem is having on visitors to Utah 
County. He said recent visitors to the 
United States Film Festival were 
amazed the citizens tolerated so much 
air pollution. 

Morris said efforts to bring to- 
gether Geneva Steel and various citi- 
zen groups pursuing clean air have 
been unsuccessful. He said both sides 
have acted in bad faith and trust no 
longer exists between the parties. 

“T will not let my failure to get these 
two sides together deter my commit- 
ment to awaken the moral conscience 
of this community so we can step for- 
ward collectively and resolve this is- 
sue,” said Morris. 

A recent study presented to the 


Provo Canyon truck traffic 


Utah Air Conservation Committee 
showed Geneva as the biggest con- 
tributor, approximately 66 percent, 
of PM10 particulates (measurement 
of air pollution) into the local air, said 
Morris. 

“Presently I don’t believe we know 
all the health problems we’re develop- 
ing because of polluted air,” said Mor- 
ris. “The medical knowledge of the 
future will surely reveal our medical 
ignorance of today.” 

Joe Cannon, president of Geneva 
Steel, said Geneva is currently in 
compliance with all air quality stan- 
dards. He said Geneva cannot abide 
by the more strict PM10 standards 
because they have not yet been for- 
mulated by the state. 

Cannon said Geneva spends more 
than $40 million a year on pollution 
control and cannot increase spending 
until stricter standards are formu- 
lated. Geneva has hired a national ex- 
pert to study the issue. 

“We are confused by Commissioner 
Morris’ complaint that there is a lack 
of cooperation between Geneva Steel 
and others involved in this issue,” 
said Cannon. “We are surprised be- 
cause Commissioner Morris knows of 


the high level of cooperation that has 


and continues to be evident.” 
Speaking to a full house of re 
porters and citizens at the Utah 
County commission chambers Morris 
gave recommendations for resolving

The resolutions, approved in De- 
cember by Provo and Orem cities, 
seek to stop large trucks from travel- 
ing on University Avenue in Provo 
and on 800 North in Orem. 

However, before Provo and Orem 
can actually prevent trucks from go- 
ing up Provo Canyon, the resolutions 
must be approved by the State Trans- 
portation Commission and the Fed- 
eral Highway Administration be- 
cause the resolutions involve 
interstate trucking and commerce, 
Winters said.

reasonable alternative route, safety 
and environmental issues must be in- 
volved, and cooperation and consent 
must be received from governments 
at both ends of the canyon. 

Provo City Mayor Joseph Jenkins 
said the resolutions are likely to re- 
ceive federal approval because 
health, safety and well-being issues 
are involved, however, “the big hang- 
up is the transportation commission is 
not in favor of the. resolutions,” 
Jenkins said. 

Orem City Mayor Blaine Willes 
said the resolutions were passed be- 
cause of safety and environmental is- 
sues. Trucks on 800 North, which is 
adjacent to sidewalks, endanger 
pedestrians and cause difficulty for

With so much recent publicity on 
the state of the homeless in the coun- 
try and the world, many people may 
ask themselves where any extra help 
could come from. 

One possible answer is through the 
religious organizations in the area. 

Just recently the Episcopal Church 
of Utah donated $10,000 to the Food 
and Shelter Coalition of Utah County, 
an organization which provides meals 


and shelter for the homeless and help 
for lower-income families. 


Mary Ann Fakler, a secretary at 


the St. Francis Catholic Church in 
Provo, said the Catholic Church 
joined with the Provo Community 
Church and the St. Mary’s Episcopal 


Church to form the Food and Shelter 


Coalition a few years ago. 


A place was needed for the home- 


less and the transients in Utah 
County, she said. The coalition is 
growing and it is very helpful. 


“A church is usually the first place a 


transient or the homeless will go,” — 
said Fakler. “Now we are able to send 
them to this organization which is 
specifically set up for their needs.” 


The Reverend Canon Bradley S. 


Wirth of the Salt Lake City Episcopal 
Diocese, said his church usually tries

BYU student protests 
congressional raises

Congress is expected to receive a 
50 percent pay increase effective Feb. 
8, but at least one BYU student is 
determined to let Congress know how 
much the public disapproves of the 
proposal. 

Don Larsen of Provo, a graduate 
student in computer-integrated man- 
ufacturing, said he thinks people 
should not be afraid to voice their 
opinion to a source that can do some- 
thing about it. To give students this 
opportunity, Larsen set up a petition 
booth Monday in the ELWC step- 
down-lounge. 

“Most people are against the pay 
raise and I think the vote in Congress 
ought to reflect that,” Larsen said. 

According to Larsen, people need 
to take a stand. “I think our views 
need to be expressed and to let Con- 
gress know that if they do get the pay 
raise, it wasn’t because the people 
wanted it,” Larsen said. “A lot of peo- 
ple think the effort to get them to vote 
is doomed to failure. My position is 
that if it happens, it needs to be done 
with big public outery.” 

“The petition is to try and get Con- 
gress to vote on it,” Larsen said. 
“Without a vote of disapproval, the 
initiative will become law by default.” 

According to J. Morgan Young, 
Congressman Nielson’s press secre- 
tary, the proposal will become law 
unless it can be brought to a vote be- 
fore Feb. 8. “The law states that if 
both houses of Congress don’t vote 
against the proposal, it goes into ac- 
tion 30 days later,” Young said. 

Young: said the last pay increase 
that Congress received was two years 
ago. “Their salary increased from 
$75,000 to $89,500.” 

“What they’re trying to do is put 
the responsibility on someone else. If 
they can avoid voting on it, they can 
ey the finger at the Commission on 
egislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Salaries, the body that originated the 
proposal,” according to Larsen. 
Janae Werner, a sophomore from 


Salt Lake majoring in medical di- 
etetics, said she thinks Congress is 
not going about the pay increase in 
the right way. 

“T figure that they probably de- 
serve a pay increase, but maybe not 
50 percent and they aren’t going 
about it in the right way,” Werner 
said. “I don’t think it’s right that it 
just goes through without voting on 
it.” Werner suggested the pay in- 
crease be influenced by inflation rates 
instead. 


Congressmen 
fight loophole

WASHINGTON — Members of 
Congress sensitive over their pend- 
ing pay raise are moving toward clos- 
ing a loophole in federal law that al- 
lows almost half of them to convert 
$61 million in old campaign accounts 
for their own use. 

The money is what is left over after 
campaign bills have been paid and is 
in the accounts of 191 House members 
and 71 senators who were in Congress 
when the law was passed in 1980. 

“T didn’t go out and spend all the 
money because that’s not the way I 
operate my own home,” said Rep. 
Larry J. Hopkins, R-Ky. “I spend 
what I think is appropriate to win.” 

On the average, House members 
exempted from the law hold about 
$224,000 in their campaign accounts, 
while senators have an average of 
$341,000, according to FEC records. 

The top spot in the House belongs 
to Rep. Stephen Solarz, D-N.Y., with 
Hopkins, who cruised to re-election 
on a 3-to-l1 margin last’ year, had 
$604,824 left over in his campaign ac- 
count, according to records at the 
Federal Election Commission. 

But Solarz is a co-sponsor of a bill 
that would abolish the so-called 
“grandfather clause,” which lets him 
keep the money for himself if he 
wants. 
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may be the publicity surrounding the recent schoolyard slayings in Stockton, 
alif. 

On Jan. 17, a young man armed with an AK-47 and two pistols killed five 
children and wounded 32 others before killing himself. The slaughter brought 
worldwide headlines and called for tighter gun controls and waiting periods 
before such weapons can be purchased. 

It also has brought, authorities say, a deluge of orders for the AK-47 at gun 
stores around the country. 

Several local dealers say they are completely sold out of AK-47s, which can 
be sold in their semi-automatic mode over-the-counter. Wholesalers say it may 
be weeks or months before orders can be filled. 

One of the AK-47’s selling points is its relative low price. Brand new in its 
large cardboard box — complete with three 30-round magazines, a rifle sling 
and a cleaning kit — it sells for $350 or less. 

The AR-15 — the semi-automatic version of the U.S. Army’s main assault 
rifle, the M-16 — sells for about $750. 

The Soviet-designed rifle now is being manufactured in several countries, 
including China, Yugoslavia, Egypt, Finland and Hungary. Importers have 
been bringing the gun into the United States for the past two or three years. 


Blind man tries to unify Braille codes 


BOSTON — Peter Duran was moved to rewrite the language read by blind 
North Americans when he presented awards to four women who had trans- 
lated a math book into Braille. 

“None of these ladies could read the other’s code, yet an 11-year-old is 
supposed to get all this stuff,” Duran said. 

Duran and four other blind men have launched a battle to unify the system of 
dots into one consistent language. 

“The current Braille system is one of the blind child’s greatest handicaps,” 
according to the first newsletter from Braille Research and Literacy, Inc., 
Duran’s group. “BRL intends to remove this quite unnecessary burden by 
creating a single unified but simple Braille code.” 

Abraham Nemeth, the blind designer of the Nemeth Braille Math Code, 
said a unified Braille code could encourage some blind people to rely less on 
tape recordings in business and education. The National Federation of the 
Blind has not taken a stance one way or the other. 


Prison escapee fakes unconsciousness 


OGDEN -—A Utah State Prison escapee apparently made another 
attempt to flee custody just hours after his capture by faking unconsciousness, 
a Department of Corrections spokesman said. 

Ronald Allen Liptrap, 29, was taken to St. Benedict’s Hospital late Friday 
after Weber County Jail personnel found him on the floor of his cell, said 
Corrections Regional Director C. Robert Sanders. 

A doctor at the hospital examined Liptrap and found nothing wrong. Offi- 
cials determined his apparent unconsciousness had been a ploy,immediately 
returned him to jail, Sanders said. 

Liptrap, whom police described as a dangerous, habitual criminal, was 
arrested about noon Friday by an off-duty parole officer who spotted the man 
getting into a truck. 

The officer, Jerry Summers, chased the man through several residential 
yards before apprehending him, Sanders said. 

Liptrap had been at large since late November, when he walked away from 
a work detail at the Utah Department of Transportation sheds in Ogden. 
Officials had suspected he was in the Ogden area. 


Pleasant Grove pot farm confiscated 


PLEASANT GROVE — A highly sophisticated 300-plant marijuana farm 
estimated to produce $250,000 a year was confiscated during a raid on a home 
here, the Utah County Sheriff's Department said. 

A 48-year-old Pleasant Grove man likely will be charged with felony counts 
stemming from the Friday raid, but charges had not been filed as of Monday, 
said Detective Sgt. Doug Witney. 

Authorities are searching for two other men who may be involved in the 
operation, he said. Identities were withheld. 

Witney said the home was filled with an elaborate watering system and also 
a gear system on the ceiling, which moved lights across rooms “like the sun 
rising and setting.”

Between Price and Green River, 
“about 200 yards in on the dirt road . . 
. and to the left, maybe 50 yards,” 
were the directions serial-killer Ted 
Bundy gave to the burial site of one of 
his victims, 45 minutes before he was 
executed. 

The search for the remains of a 15- 
year old girl, believed to be Sue Cur- 
tis, kidnapped from BYU and bru- 
tally murdered in June 1975 by 
Bundy, was initiated last Friday. 
“We will find the body, if we have to 
dig one foot deep in four concentrated 
areas of the search,” said Jerry 
Cowan, sheriffs chief deputy of Car- 
bon County. 

“The whole reason for this search is 
to appease the parents of the girl,” 
Cowan said. Three years after Sue 
Curtis disappeared, her parents 
moved from Bountiful to a small town 
called Wellington, which is only about 
20 miles from the site where their 


~ daughter might be buried, he said. 


Cowan, who had been in contact with 
Curtis’ parents, said the news was a 
terrible shock to them and they had 
requested that no photographs be 
taken of the site, a request not heeded 
by the press.

To fight increasing inflation and en- 
rollment, and to offset a declining 
economy, Alpine Schoo! District em- 
ployees set 10 legislative goals to help 
schools, said a school administrative 
assistant. 

Administrator Janet Spencer said, 
“We'd like to continue to have a qual- 
ity educational program, but with in- 
creasing inflation, increasing enroll- 
ment and a decreasing economy, we 
may not be able to do that.” 

One of the goals the district would 
like the legislature to adopt and to 
keep is maintaining its critical build- 
ing fund which has one of the lowest 
assessed valuations in the state, said 
the spokesman for the Alpine School 
District, Michael Robinson. 

Another goal is to increase the 
value of the Weighted Pupil Unit 
which provides the necessary funding 
for staff salaries, utilities, educational 
supplies and other necessary costs. It 
hasn’t been raised in two years, said 
Robinson. 

“The WPU is the basic unit of edu- 
cational financing in Utah,” said 
Robinson. 

For every student enrolled in 
school, a certain amount of money is 
received by the district. 

Robinson said the district is also

Building began religious atmosphere at BYU

Plans were announced Monday to 
tear down the Joseph Smith Building. 
The JSB, located on the south side of 
campus has been serving BYU stu- 
dents for 48 years. 

Before the building was con- 
structed, the plans for the creation of 
the building marked a change in cam- 
pus environment. The new building 
was to mark the beginning towards a 
more religious atmosphere. 

Construction started for the JSB 
after former President Heber J. 
Grant said that the next building to be 
placed on campus must be a chapel, 
and that before any more structures 
were built, the religious character of 
the school had to be established. 

The man responsible for the archi- 
tecture of the new building was Fred 
L. Markham who was chosen by the 
‘university to accomplish the new ad- 
dition to BYU campus. 

During the fall of 1938, the top level 
organization of BYU was changed. 
Since the founding of BYU, the Board 
of Trustees had been composed of 
General Authorities and leaders of 
The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter- 
day Saints in Utah County. 

During the 1938 fall meeting of the 


for the LDS Church, said VISN is a 
mix of values oriented entertainment, 
worship, documentaries, music, edu- 
eation, drama and inspiration.

Members of the Quorum of the 
Twelve were selected and placed in 
the executive 
Joseph Fielding Smith served as 
chairman. The completed plans in- 
cluded a large auditorium-chapel that 
was made to fit most of the student 
body at that time. The new building 
was to have classrooms, faculty of- 
fices, a small library, a banquet hall 
and a cafeteria. 

The JSB was one of the largest wel- 
fare. projects conducted by. the 
Church up to that time. Former Pres- 
ident Harold B. Lee who was the 
Director of Church Welfare at that 
time, managed the affairs for the con- 
struction of the new building. 

Hundreds of hours were dedicated 
to further construction. Labor was 
obtained from many different ward 
members who donated their time and 
efforts to the expansion of BYU. Ad- 
ditional labor was provided by many 
BYU students throughout the con- 
struction period.

BYU captured the Mountain Inter- 
collegiate Wrestling Association title 
as the Cougars came from behind to 
defeat Wyoming in the championship 
round.

The MIWA title rested on the last 
match in which Wyoming’s heavy- 
weight Bill Cogdill was paired up with 
Boise State’s Pat McDade. 

McDade is currently ranked third 
in the nation and his 16-4 thrashing of 
Cogdill sealed the MIWA title for the 
Cougars. 

BYU finished with 112.5 points, 
followed closely by Wyoming’s 111.25 
points. Fresno State finished third 
with 82.5 points. 

Robbie Winters and John Kohls 
went undefeated for the Cougars as 
BYU placed eight of its 10 wrestlers. 
Chris Humphreys and Corey Veach 
also reached the championship round 
for BYU while Wyoming qualified 
three wrestlers for the finals. 

In the 126-pound class, Fresno 
State’s Andre Bartlett, voted the out- 
standing wrestler of the tournament, 
upset Wyoming’s Craig Walters. 
Bartlett’s pin with 1:03 remaining in 
the first period opened the door for 
the Cougars. 

Winter was paired up against Wyo- 
ming’s Chad Taylor in the 142-pound 
division. He shut out his opponent 
6-0, increasing BY U’s chances for the 
title. 


: Winter had an outstanding tourna-— 


ment for thé Cougars, outscoring his 
opponents 48-16 and finishing as the 
MIWA 142-pound champion.

Part of this change in opinion is due 
to the efforts of Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, Kepplinger said. 

In intellectual circles, “Gorbachev 
is seen as quite a positive figure,” 
Kepplinger said. “Students believe 
there will be, in the near future, free- 
dom in the Soviet Union,” he said. 

Opinion. polls in West Germany 
show that a majority of the population 
no longer view the Soviet Union as a 
threat, Kepplinger said. Polls also 
show that there is a “feeling that Ger- 
many shouldn’t be too close to U.S.- 
American politics,” he said. “We 
don’t want to be involved beyond our 
own borders.” 

Kepplinger conducts research in 
the area of mass media and social 
change. The liberal media in West 
Germany represents a strong minor- 
ity of opinion. This media group is 
quite “outspoken, and possesses quite 
a reserve against the United States,” 
he said. 

Kepplinger said that anti-Ameri- 
can sentiment will possibly spread to 
an even greater part of the media sys- 
tem. Americans need “to think about 
how to manage some of these crises,” 
he said. 

Jeff Curtis, a senior from Mesa, 
Ariz., majoring in international rela- 
tions, was not surprised by what was 
said. “It was pretty much what I ex- 
pected.” 

Senior Mark Hansen, an interna- 
tional relations major from Provo, ex- 
pressed surprise. “I guess it’s just 
their desire for their own national 
identity,” he said. 
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Justice White reviews court alterations 


Supreme Court changes, increases productivity

U.S. Supreme Court Justice Byron 
R. White has seen many changes in 
the Supreme Court during his ap- 
pointed term on the bench. 

In his remarks before law school 
faculty and students, he highlighted 
some of the changes he has witnessed 
during his tenure as a Supreme Court 
justice. 

“The court is quite a different place 
than it was in the 1960s,” White said. 
“The biggest change has been the 


change in personnel. The arrival of 
any new justice on the court is a major 
event .. . You just know that many 
cases would have been decided differ- 
ently had there not been these re- 
placements.” 

According to White, there have 
been changes with respect to the way 
the Supreme Court approaches its 
cases because of the vast number that 
come before the court. 

“Many cases that are denied today 
certainly would have been heard and 
decided in the ’60s and ’70s,” White 
said.

According to Stube there is a “Good * 


Samaritan Fund” set aside for indi- 
vidual help, but when it comes to the 
homeless, it is difficult for them to be 
involved directly as a church. 

The Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter-day Saints has an extensive pro- 
gram of projects to help people 
throughout the world. 

It often joins with other religious 
organizations in executing those 
projects. 

In the August 1988 Ensign, one of 
the official publications of the LDS 
Church, Isaac C. Ferguson, who 
works for LDS Church Welfare Ser- 
vices, wrote an article describing 
some of the ways the Church helps 
the needy around the world. 

Ferguson wrote that the Church’s 
humanitarian projects usually fall 
into two categories: life-threatening 
situations, such as those brought on 
by natural disasters, and conditions 
caused by poor health, poverty or un- 
safe environments. 

He said some of the LDS Church’s 
projects include teaching the hungry 
in Africa how to plant and grow their 
own food, showing communities in 
South America how to manage them- 
selves and helping Asian refugees in 
the United States adjust to the new 
way of life. 

Don LeFevre, spokesman for LDS 
Church Public Communications, said 
these are just a few of the things the 
Church participates in around the 
world and, in addition, it donates reg- 
ularly to local soup kitchens and 
homeless-oriented organizations. 

For example, within the last year 
the St. Vincent de Paul Center in Salt 
Lake City, a center for transients, 
burned down and the Church was able 
to donate $90,000 to help rebuild it.
